For next week’s half-term the museum is open 
from noon to 4pm. 


FLOWER SHOW 
WINS ITS FIGHT

S TOURPORT’S annual horticultural show has 
been saved for another year. Members of Stour- 
port’s Horticultural Society are breathing a sigh 
of relief for the event at Riverside Meadows. 

Organisers have grappled with Wyre Forest District Council 
over health and safety requirements and a proposal for a big 
increase in show fees. 

But agreement has now been reached which will allow the popular 
event to flourish once again. 

One concern was that stallholders might not be allowed to have their cars 
nearby to move their wares. 

But society secretary Angela Phillips and Councillor Tracey Onslow have con¬ 
firmed that stallholder vehicles will be allowed onto the field in a cordoned off 
area. Once parked they will not be moved again until the end of the show. 

Those who need to leave the grounds during the day will be required to use 
the public car park. 

And the society, with the support of Councillor David Little, has now secured 
a review of the fees and will be charged £100 a day. 

Although this is a £40 increase it is five times less than originally set out in 
the letter the society received from the council two weeks ago. 

Mrs Phillips, who is currently awaiting correspondence from Councillor 
Onslow to confirm the decisions, said: “Thankfully everything seems to be 
getting sorted. 

“There have been a couple of meetings to discuss everything but we shan’t be 
fully happy until we receive the confirmation in black and white. 

“All of this has caused so much grief, 
we don’t understand the logic behind any 
of it. Over the past few weeks we have all 
gone through so much, wondering where 
we stand with the council and wondering 
if the show would ever take place again, 
I just hope this is the end of it now.” 

The society also has the extra job this 
year of finding volunteer marshals to 
help guide vehicles on to the field and 
monitor them during the day. 

Former stallholder, Phillip Donovan, 
of York Street, Stourport, wrote to Coun¬ 
cillor Onslow to express his concerns. 

They spoke by telephone and Mr 
Donovan said: “She is now saying that 
vehicles will be fine on the field behind 
the stalls.

Nine held as 
police probe 
‘gun threat’ 

NINE PEOPLE were arrested after 
police were called to a report of a 
firearms incident in Kidderminster.

Key that 
unlocks 
Nelson 
heirloom 

LOCKS of hair thought 
to belong to Admiral Lord 
Nelson and Lady Hamil¬ 
ton have been found on 
an estate near Kidder¬ 
minster. Now they are set 
to be auctioned. 

The hair and a letter 
were found by James 
Lees of Holloway’s Auc¬ 
tioneers, from Banbury, 
among the contents of 
Shakenhurst Hall. 

Kept in a locked corre¬ 
spondence case, the locks 
of hair were stored in an 
envelope containing a 
note, dated 1841, saying 
that they belonged to the 
famous couple. 

Numerous 

The items are esti¬ 
mated to sell between 
£3,000 and £5,000 - but 
could make more after a 
locket containing Lord 
Nelson and Lady Hamil¬ 
ton’s hair sold for more 
than £40,000 last month. 

The find is one of 
almost 400 lots to go 
under the hammer on 
Monday, February 22.

£945,000 village hall is 
already in high demand 
from groups wanting to 
take advantage of its facili¬ 
ties.

Relief 

Plans for the development 
began in 2006. Work on the hall 
started in December 2009 and 
was completed last month. 

It was officially opened by 
former Wyre Forest MP Richard 
Taylor and Mary Carpenter, the 
daughter-in-law of Maude Car¬ 
penter who gave the land to the 
village on which the previous 
parish hall was built. 

David Bareford, secretary of 
Cookley playing field and village 
hall association, said: “It’s such a 
relief that the development is now 
complete and that we had such a 
successful opening. 

“It hasn’t been an easy process, 
especially when sorting the 
funding and planning permission

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Plea on 
schools 
funding 

WORCESTERSHIRE 
has “an appalling low 
educational grant”, says 
Wyre Forest MP Mark 
Gamier. 

Mr Gamier was taking 
part in a Westminster 
Hall debate on funding 
for education in Worces¬ 
tershire. 

County MPs have been 
calling for a change to the 
formula to increase the 
funding per pupil. 

Mr Gamier previously 
held a debate seeking 
funding to rebuild 11 
schools in Wyre Forest 
following cancellation of 
the Building Schools for 
the Future programme 
(BSF). 

In last week’s debate 
he said that the county 
has “hidden pockets of 
financial need”. 

Mr Gamier said Kid¬ 
derminster’s Baxter 
College, which draws 
pupils from a ward rated 
in the bottom 10 for social 
deprivation, still receives 
up to £3million less per 
year than an equivalent 
school in Tower Hamlets, 
London. 

“The social issues do 
not justify such a 
massive discrepancy,” he 
said.

Relief for residents as 
swollen river levels fall

RESIDENTS living near the 
River Severn in Bewdley 
breathed a sigh of relief last 
week as water levels began 
to fall. 

Environment Agency officials 
installed extra defences in Sev¬ 
ernside South and Beales 
Corner as a precaution to 
protect homes and businesses. 

Barriers were set up in Severn¬ 
side North over the previous 


weekend in preparation for the 
surging water reaching the town. 

Water levels were monitored con¬ 
stantly by agency experts. 

There were 11 flood warnings in 
place for the Midlands including 
one for the River Severn concerning 
the Lickhill, Lincomb and River- 
lands areas of Stourport. 

Surging 

On February 8 the river had 
peaked in Bridgnorth at 14ft before 
the surging waters reached 


Bewdley. Bewdley Residents’ Flood 
Committee spokeswoman Gill 
Holland said: “We have had a lot of 
Environment Agency staff down 
here trying to erect the barriers 
along the affected sections of the 
river. 

“People who have seen a lot of 
floods are just delighted that we are 
in a position where their homes and 
businesses could be defended. 

“But there are other people who 
maybe live further away and aren’t 
affected who feel there is a lot of dis¬ 


ruption caused as roads by the river 
are often blocked meaning cars 
cannot drive down there. 

“Hopefully things clear up soon 
because we haven’t been having the 
rain around here and all this has 
just been triggered by the weather 
in Wales,” she added. 

Affected 

In November 2000, Bewdley suf¬ 
fered serious flooding and 140 prop¬ 
erties were affected. 

After the flood, the Environment 


Agency designed a £7million 
scheme for barriers along Severn¬ 
side North and South, which were 
both up and running in 2005. 

Elsewhere today, five flood warn¬ 
ings were in place last week on the 
River Severn in Shropshire. 

Three applied to Bridgnorth, 
Hampton Loade and Highley and 
Quatford. 

The others related to Ironbridge 
and Jackfield including Coalport 
and the Showground, and The 
Quarry, Shrewsbury. 


-Plans to 
beat the 
floods go 
on show 

MEASURES to pre¬ 
vent a repeat of the 
flooding which hit Rid- 
dings Brook in 
Bewdley will go on 
show next week. 

The Environment 
Agency project team 
working on the Wribben- 
hall flood alleviation 
scheme will be at a public 
meeting on Monday (Feb¬ 
ruary 21). 

The event, organised 
and hosted by Riddings 
Brook Flood Group, is at 
Wribbenhall Community 
Centre (7pm). 

Its chairwoman Gill 
Holland said: “We under¬ 
stand that the project is 
still on track for building 
this summer. 

“Come along to see the 
plans of the upstream 
storage area before 
they’re submitted for 
planning permission in 
the next few weeks, and 
for the opportunity to 
question the project team 
about the design.” 

Capacity 

More than 50 houses 
on Riddings Close, 
Cordle Marsh Road and 
Queensway were flooded 
in June 2007 when the 
volume of water in Rid¬ 
dings Brook exceeded the 
capacity of the culvert 
that runs under the full 
length of the estate. 

The Riddings Brook 
Flood Group was formed 
in the aftermath and has 
since campaigned to 
reduce the flood risk. 

The flood alleviation 
scheme will be funded 
from the local levies 
raised through Council 
Tax.

Anger at barbed wire 
fencing on reserve 


BARBED WIRE fencing on Habberley 
Valley Nature Reserve has been branded 
a “severe hazard” by a concerned resident. 

The fencing, built by Wyre Forest District 
Council, was enforced to establish cattle 
grazing on the recreational area last August. 

But Mike Fascione, of Beaufort Avenue, who uses 
the valley twice a day to walk his dog, claims that 
several people have already had their clothes ripped 
by the fencing and one man has been badly injured. 


He also feels a new 
gate is too heavy for 
elderly people to open 
and too small for 
pushchair and wheel¬ 
chair access. 

Cow dung also litters 
the public footpath after 
the animals were intro¬ 
duced as part of a two- 
week grazing trial. 

Mr Fascione, who says 
two extra rangers were 
employed by the council 
to ensure the mess was 
cleared daily, said: 
“There was never any 
indication that cows 
were even going to be 
coming to the field until 
this dangerous fence was 
erected. 

“The valley is a public 
right of way and to have a 
barbed wire restriction, 
to me, is an accident 
waiting to happen. 

Disgusted 

“There have already 
been several incidents, 
where people have torn 
their clothes and I know 
of one man who has been 
injured. Everyone who I 
have spoken to while 
walking across the valley 
is disgusted. 

“I have witnessed 
many people struggling 
to open the gate and as 
for the cow dung, this has 
been on the path for 
weeks now. I believe 
them both to be a severe 
health and safety 
hazard.” 

Mr Fascione also 
claims that a ranger from 
the valley has informed 
him that the cows will be 
back in greater numbers 
in September. 

Councillor Tracey 
Onslow, cabinet member 
for community and part¬ 
nership services, said the 
council plans to remove 
the gate. 

But she said it had 
been installed as “unob¬ 
trusively as possible and

is no different to the 
fencing that surrounds 
the rest of the valley.” 

Councillor Onslow 
added that the fence had 
been erected as part of 
the council’s externally 
funded grazing project. 

“The project aims to 
establish grazing of a 
rare breed of cattle which 
will help preserve for 
future generations the 
nationally scarce 

lowland heath that is 
prevalent at Habberley 
Valley,” she added. 

“This is acknowledged 
as one of the UK’s most 
important and threat¬ 
ened habitats. 

“The objective is to 
manage the habitat 
along national guidelines 
which will also reduce 
the need for more inva¬ 
sive mechanical manage¬ 
ment, saving the district 
council money. 

Accessible 

“The reserve will 
remain accessible for 
people wishing to enjoy 
walking around it. There 
is no access for horse 
riding in this part of the 
valley. 

“The intention is to 
remove the gate to allow 
more free access for those 
wishing to enjoy the 
reserve.” 

Mr Fascione reckons 
many of the cows are not 
rare: “Three of the cows 
were Holstein dairy cows 
and one was an Ayrshire 
dairy cow. Both these 
breeds are very, very 
common in the country¬ 
side.” 

Councillor Onslow said 
the rare breed being pro¬ 
tected were Shetlands.

A BLACK COUNTRY playwright 
has hosted the world premiere of 
his first film, Inspector Drake: The 
Movie, 25 years after first creating 
the character for a Brierley Hill 
amateur theatre group. 

David Tristram, who now lives at 
Highley, near Bridgnorth, chose the 
first person to play Inspector Drake, 
Stourbridge am-dram actor Alan 
Birch, to return to the role of the 
bungling detective in his low-budget 
comedy. 

Glamorous 

The film was shot for less than 
£10,000 and had its first screening at 
Bridgnorth’s Theatre-on-the-Steps on 
Friday in front of a capacity audience, 
many dressed in dinner suits or glam¬ 
orous gowns. Mr Tristram told the 
audience that when he first thought 
about writing a play, a quarter of a 
century ago, he was told that the most 
popular stories were comedies or who¬ 
dunits, so combined the two for Inspec¬ 
tor Drake’s Last Case. That proved, in 


fact, to be the first of several plays 
involving the sleuth performed by 
Flying Ducks Theatre Company. 

The Drake comedies have also 
become popular with other theatre 
groups around the English-speaking 
world and the premiere here was fol¬ 
lowed by first screenings in Australia 
and New Zealand. 

The film is set in 1930s England as 
Drake and his dim-witted assistant 
Sergeant Plod (the scene-stealing 
Steve Witney) investigate after a 
severed head is found in the grounds of 
a mansion. In style it is similar to the 
Airplane and Austin Powers movies 
with lots of sight gags, slapstick and 
double entendres.

Slug’s guide to train and bus 


PEOPLE travelling on the 
Birmingham to Worcester 
rail line can now get fresh 
information on journeys. 

The Stourbridge Line User 
Group (Slug) has published a 
unique guide showing almost 
every conceivable journey that 
can be made from Stourbridge 
Line stations, which include 
Kidderminster. 

Information on train to bus 
connections has been collected 
together in one document which 


can be downloaded from the 
group’s website www.stour- 
bridgelineusergroup.info 

Slug officer Roger Davis, who 
has compiled the guide, has 
painstakingly assembled a 
table of bus times together with 
maps showing where to catch a 
bus after leaving a station. 

“Amongst its campaigns, the 
Stourbridge Line User Group 
lists “quality of connections” as 
a standard it aims to achieve for 
passengers,” he said. 

“Not all journeys are made by 


rail alone and buses play a sig¬ 
nificant role in bringing passen¬ 
gers to their rail station or 
taking them onward from there.

“However, the fact is that 
Centro and Worcestershire CC 
websites only offer localised 
information. 

“I have designed this guide to 


show, at a glance, destinations 
which can be reached in two 
counties.” 

Slug chairman Rob Hebron 
said: “Part of the problem is lack 
of awareness. 

“If the travelling public do not 
realise there is a journey oppor¬ 
tunity, they will not make that 
journey. 

“If Slug can help the counties 
in marketing our railway line 
and its bus connections, it might 
generate the passengers they 
need to sustain the network.”

M YSTERY writer Agatha 
Christie’s Verdict received its 
World Premiere at Wolver¬ 
hampton Grand Theatre in 1958 
before transferring to the West End - 
the author herself sat in the audience 
on the very first night.

Goodnight Mister Tom, 

Wolverhampton Grand Theatre 

MICHELLE Magorian’s much-loved children’s book 
about a wartime evacuee and the grumpy old man who 
takes him in has great appeal, as shown by the near 
full house on opening night. Thankfully, playwright 
David Wood and director Angus Jackson do it justice. 

From the opening, as a line of children sent to rural 
Dorset to avoid the London blitz march along to their 
new billets to the sound of Gracie Fields song Wish Me 
Luck, the play establishes a past era where children 
say ‘wizard’ and the GP was likely a heavy smoker. 

Oliver Ford Davies is gently impressive as the gruff 
but kind-hearted Mister Tom, a man wounded by the 
loss of his wife and child many years before, who 
recognises a kindred spirit in timid young William 
Beech (excellent young actor Oliver Tritton Wheeler on 
Press night), whose bruises reveal his mother’s abuse. 
All she sends with him is a Bible and a belt to beat 


him with. Mister Tom’s dog, Sammy, is represented 
very effectively in all his sniffing, tail-wagging canine 
character by puppeteer Laura Cubitt. 

There is a fine ensemble to play the village children 
and community stalwarts and Max Longmuir shone as 
ebullient and erudite new best friend Zach. 

Matters take a grim turn when William is called back 
to London by his mother, the set clanking into a 
change from bright open stage to the boy’s dungeon¬ 
like London abode. Aoife Kavanagh’s Mrs Beech is all 
the more chilling, played not as a clear-cut villain but 
as a woman who is clearly seriously mentally ill. 

When Tom and William are finally reunited, it is hard 
to prevent a lump in the throat or a tear in the eye. This 
is the first production from The Children’s Touring Part¬ 
nership, which aims to present high quality children’s 
and family drama. They have certainly succeeded.

Rarely sober or in touch with reality, 
the count, as Johnny Vegas said via a 
video screen, has worked with some of 
the biggest names in showbiz, shame 
he upset so many of them. 

Ably hamstrung by sidekicks Terry 
Kilkelly as Malcolm and Renee and 
Dave Plimmer as Alan Leslie, the count, 
aka Stephen Delaney, lets rip on 
anyone called Michael with a verbal 
tirade worthy of Ronnie Barker. 

The count has that rare ability not 
really seen since the days of Tommy 


Cooper et al to stand there doing 
nothing and still have the audience in 
fits of laughter. With his parody of Can’t 
Cook, Ready Steady Bloody 123, 
which never really formulated into a full 
title, he tried his hand at wine tasting 
using his sophisticated Pontius palette, 
who apparently fiddled while Rome 
burned. 

Staggering around the stage like 
some geriatric throwback to the great 
days of variety, the count drags the old 
format kicking and screaming into the 
21st century, lubricating the transition 
with liberal amounts of wine and 
various other alcoholic beverages. 

You haven’t lived until you see him 
act out facing Dracula and keep him 
talking until daybreak sees the 
vampire’s ‘testasticles’ rolling down the 
hill.
